THE BREADFRUIT TREE. 


Something About Tills Strange and Useful 


Asiatic Plant. 


The "Breadfruit tree is a native of 


southern Asia, the south Pacific islands 
and tho Indian archipelago. In appear- 
ance it rt-ambles somewhat the wild 
chestnut. It grows to the height of 40 
or 50 feet and has dark green leaves, 
many of them two feet in length, which 
are deeply divided into pointed lobes. 


Hidden among the great leaves the 


breadfruit grows. 
It is a sorosis, is 


nearly spherical, often weighs four or 
more pounds and has a thick, yeLow [ 
rind. This fruit is the chief food of the _ 
south sea islanders. They seldom eat a | 
meal without it. The eatable part lies | 
between the rind and the core and 
when fully ripe is yellow and juicy. It 
is better for food before it has matured, 
and the natives gather it while th(| 
pulp is white. 


Before it is ready for table use it must, 


be roasted, when it looks like wheat 
bread, and is both palatable and nutri-: 
tious. Usually tho fruit is cut into three 
or four slices and roasted or baked in 
an oven. 


Frequently tho people of a village 


join in making a huge oven, in which 
several hundred breadfruits may be 
baked at one time. Thus they are all 
supplied with bread without its cost- 
ing any of them much labor. Prepared 
in this way, the bread will keep for 
weeks. 


Tho breadfruit is in season eight 


months of tho year. When the season 
finally draws to a close, the last fruits 
are gathered and made into a sour paste 
called "mahei." This paste will keep 
good for months and is made into balls, 
wrapped in leaves and baked, just as 
needed. 


Bread is not the only product of the 


breadfruit tree. From it cement, cloth, 
tinder and lumber are also obtained. A 
glutinous, milky juice oozes from the 
trunk of the tree, which makes an ex- 
cellent cement when boiled with cocoa- 
nut oil. From the fibrous inner bark a 
kind of coarse cloth is made, and tho 
big leaves make good towels. The lum- 
ber is used for building houses and 
many other purposes. Besides all this 
tho dried blossoms are Tised as tinder 
when fires are kindled.—Philadelphia 
Times.

A NKW UKAL If! 
OHIO. 


At tbe recent election in Ohio the 


Fnsionists in Cincinnati, who opposed 
Hannafor Senator, elected fourteen 
members of the Legislature. 
Nine of 


the Fnsionists are Silver Democrats 
and five are anti-Hanna Republicans. 
These fusionists have agreed to vote 
for the caucus nominee of tbe Republi- 
can party and will, therefore, go into 
the Republican 
caucus, giving tbe 


Republicans 80 and the Democrats 65 
on joint ballot. 


The object of this new movement 


has not yet been made public. It ia 
surmised tbat the 14 anti-Hanna votes 
from Hamilton county will give the 
anti-Hanna men a majority of tbe 
caucus, in which event tbe great bood- 
ler will be defeated.

Now ramous, to Win 


, His First Case. 
, 


His first case at the bar will never be 


forgotten by ex-Senator John O. S. 
Blackburn of Kentucky, for Abraham 
Lincoln .played a conspicuous part in 
helping the young Kentuckian to win 
his suit Lincoln was merely an attor 
ney, waitjng for one of his cases _tp be 
called; when the-incident occurred. 


Ex-Senator Blackburn was only 20 


years old when he bpgan the practice of 
law, having graduated at Centre col- 
lege, Danville,, Ky. His first case was 
in the United Stated court in Chicago, 
presided over by Justice John McLean, 
then on the circuit. The opposing coun- 
sel was Isaac N. Arnold, then at the 
head of the Chicago bar, and subse- 
quently a member of congress and au- 
thor of the first biography of Lincoln. 
Young Blackburn had filed a demurrer 


Arnold's pleadings in the cause, 


and when thf> case was reached on the 
calendar the young Kentuckian was 
quite nervous at having such a formida- 
ble and experienced antagonist, while 
the dignity of 'the tribunal and the pres- 
ence of a large number of eminent law- 
yers in court served to increase his ti- 
midity and embarrassment. In truth the 
stripling barrister waa willing to have 
any disposition made of the cause in 
order to get rid of the burden of em- 
barrassment and " stage fright." He was 
ready to adopt any suggestion the op 
posing counsel should make. 


Arnold made an argument in which 


he criticised the demurrer in a manner 
that increased the young lawyer's con- 
fusion. However, Blackburn knew he 
had to make some kind of an effort. He 
proceeded with a few remarks, weak 
and bewildering, and was about to sit 
down when a tall, homely, loose joint- 
ed man sitting in the bar arose and ad- 
dressed the court in behalf of the posi- 
tion the young Kentnckian had assumed 
in a feeble and tangled argument, mak- 
ing the points so clear that the court 
sustained the demurrer. 


Blackburn did not know who his vol- 


H Q tfflteer friend was, and Mr. Arnold got 


up and sought to rebuke the latter for 
attempting to interfere in the 'case, 
which he had nothing to do with. This 
volunteer was none other than Abraham 
Lincoln, and this was the first and last 
time the^Kentuckian ever saw the rail 
splitting president. In replying to Mr. 
Arnold's strictures Mr. Lincoln said he 
claimed the privilege of giving a young 
lawyer a helping hand when struggling 
with his first case, especially when he 
was pitted against an experienced prac- 
titioner. —Chicago Times-Herald. 


Electricity and Balky Hones. 


One of the recent extensions of the 


use of electricity is in conquering a 
balky or .lazy horse. A western Penn- 
sylvania gentleman owned a horse 
which he said was-yorth $1,000, pro. 
vided he could cure him of balking. 
It 


was suggested that lie try electricity. 
He purchased a three volt storage bat- 
tery and connected it by wires with the 
bit and the crupper. The battery was 
placed in the road cart to which the 
horse was attached.

Then the owner touched 
the button connected with the battery. 
When the horse felt the shock, he snort- 
ed, jumped and began to move off at a 
lively, pace.

His owner, 
who does not care to sell him, declares 
that now he never balks, bites or kicks. 
The West Pennsylvania Humane so- 
ciety, which investigated the method, 
came to the conclusion that a smal. 
amount of electricity used upon a horse 
was more humane than a whip.—Ex 
change.
